! While the heavy frosts of the last 
I week may have done a slight damage 
' to the late tobacco it proved a blessing 
j in disguise to the agriculturalists 
! throughout Central Kentucky, for 
I frosts kill the Hessian fly, the most 
I dangerous "enemy of the wheat, says 
I the Lexington Herald. Sowing of 
wheat has been in progress for three or 
[ four weeks, and there is much of the 
crop to be put in the soil yet. The con¬ 
ditions for sowing the cereal have been 
favorable, and it is likely that most of 
next year's crop in Central Kentucky 
will be sown in a few days if the 
weather remains good. 

The dry cool weather has also been 
a great help to the corn. The crop this 
year will be no exception to the rule, 
and is looked upon as an extra goed 
one. When most of the com was cut 
this fall it was discovered that although 
the stalk had fully matured the ear was 
full of water. The dry cool weather, by 
taking out the water, has assisted in 
maturing the corn, so that the farmers 
nave nothing to fear from that score. 
Cutting of com is in progress. Labor 
is scarce and farm ers are offering good 
prices for corn cutters. There is plenty 
of work on the farm these days. 

Most of the tobacco is housed, and 
that left in the field is hardly worth 
cutting, as the frost has damaged it. 
The tobe6co is curing splendidly, and 
but few of the farmers report that they 
have been troubled with housebum. 
The grass is in fair condition, and many 
of the farmers in dentgal Kentucky 
find that the conditions on their farms 
are so favoralile that they will take 
this week off and enjoy the trots.

The 
first thing to be done if you lire In the 
room is to get a supply of iresh air, 
and that quickly. If the | window 
sticks, break it with a chair, k flatiron 
or anything handy. If nothing else 
offers, wrap any thick clotij around 
your fist and use that. If you are out¬ 
side and have to go In, wet a‘towel-in 
cold water, bind closely over hose and 
mouth after taking several long 
breaths of fresh air, then go in and 
get the window open. As son$ as pos¬ 
sible curry the patient to u rookn where 
the air Is fresh. If the patent still 
breathes, apply hot and cold] shower 
baths alternately until he can take a 
long breath. If the breathing: has en¬ 
tirely stopped, apply artificial ( respira¬ 
tion.
